In  presenting  ny  Annual  Report  for  I960  I have  auch  pleasure  in 
inforaing  you  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  Urboii  District 
reaains  good. 

The  population  increased  by  690,  there  v/ore  42'3  aore ' inhabited  houses, 
births  increased  by  72  and  the  birth  rate  increased  to  18,42,  There  v/o,s 
Su  fall  in  the  illegitiaacy  and  still  birth  rates,. 

Deaths  increased  a little  to  a total  of  367,  the  major  cause  of 
death  being  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  in 
v/hich  corono.ry  disease  plaj'-ed  the  largest  part.  Infant  and  neonatal 
deaths  shov/ed  little  clionge. 

Infectious  diseases  notifications  fell  considerably  mainly  due  to 
the  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  rneo-sles.  There  v/as  also  a sharp 
fall  in  notifica.tions  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 
There  \vas  little  change  in  the  total  tuberculous  registrations  vHnile  the 
9 nev;  ca.ses  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  v/as  one  loss  than  in  the  previous 
yean-. 

A most  gratifying  feature  hras  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  under  one  year  v/ho  have  been  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  429  infants  vaccinated  represents  73.5/^ 
of  the  average  number  of  births  in  1959  nnd  I960,  There  has  also  been 
a steady  increase  in  the  number  of  children  under  one  year  v/ho  hs.ve  boon 
immunised  against  diphtheria.  The  217  children  under  one  year  immunised 
represents  36, 9?^  of  the,  avera,ge  number  of  births  in  1959  o,bd  I960, 

This  percentage  is  not  nearly  high  enough  yet. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  v/as  organised  by  the  County  Council, 

The  local  response  has  been  so,t  is  factory,  especially  among  infants 
and  schoolchildren,

MEAT  .iND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1938 • 

Discussions  commenced  in  1959  with  the  butchers,  concerning  the  provis 
of  future  slaughteriiig  facilities  in  the  Area  'were  continued  caid  the  Counci 
decided  to  proceed  v.dth  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  a Public  i*.battoir  in  a 
portion  of  the  Cattle  Market. 

The  Ministry  of  -griculture , Fisheries  and  Food  gave  approval  in  principle 
in  .lugust,  i960  to  the  erection  of  a public  slaughterhouse.
